HE 12th of this Month Count Mar- 
figli, Major General of the Arms of 
the Church, diftribured to the Compa- 
nies of the new Levies the Colours 
which had been bleis’¢. The Levies are 
continued with great Diligence, and Commifiions 
are given out to divers Officers, among others Don 
Federico Colonna and M. Domenico Serlupi are 
made Collonels. Several Subaixern Officers are aifo 
nominated ; and thofe who have already ferv’d, are 
ptefert’d to others. It has been propos’d in a Con- 
gregation of State: to give Arms to the Peafants of 
the Bolognefe and the Ferrareze, with Order to de- 
fend themielves agairft the Hoitilities of the Ger- 
mans which they kave endur’d a long time, with 
{uch Patience 2s bas ferv’d only to increafe their 
Vexations. "Tis not yet known what was refolv’d 
upon this Propofition ; but fome Cardinals repre- 
fented that in the prefent Juncture Hofiilities fhould 
not be begun, till Adeafures were taken to be ina 
Condition co repell tem. In the mean time the 
Imperial Minifters decisre, that they think of no- 
thing lefs than of attacking the Territories of the 
Church, and that the Emperour is difpos’d to give 
the Pope all Satisfaction, no:withitanding the Ger- 
man Troops fortify Comacchio and other Pofts of 
which they have taken Poffeffion, and appear no 
way inclin’d to evacuate them as his Holinefs has 
demanded asa Preliminary. "Lis reported sowe- 
ver, that the Merquis de Prie the Emperour’s Com- 
thiflary is to come hither, and that he wil! be ad- 
initted to make fuch Propofals as he is commiffion’d 
to offer. The 15th being the Feftival of the Af- 
{umption of the Virgin, the Pope went in Solemn 
Cavalcade to the Church of St. Mary. Major and 
held a Chappel. He was receiv’d there by Cardinal 
Otthoboni Arch-Prieft of that Church, and affifted 
at the Celebration of Mafs. They write from Na- 
ples, that the f{carcity of Corn continues there, not- 
withftanding the efietual Mcafures which were 
thought to be taken for the fafe Tranfportation of 
Corn thither from Apulia and Calabria. The Che- 
valier Pallavicino who had undertaken to convoy 
the Veffels which fhould come from thence, with 3 
Ships and fome arm'd Barks ; and for which Ser- 
vice a Duty was allow’d him on every Meafure of 
Corn, is in the Port of Reggio in Calabria, not 
daring to come out, becaufe he had Advice that the 
Spuadron of Meflina had been reinfore’d by fome 
Galleys. He bas difpatch’d an Exprefs to Naples, 
to defire a Reinforcement, and this Delay augments 
the Scarcity ftill, the more becaufe the Harveft has 
been very indifferent throughout the Kingdom. 
Madrid, Aug. 28. The 25h of this Month, on 
Which Day the Prince of Affurias enter’d into his 
Second Year, the Grandees and the Councils kifs'd 
the King’s and Queen’s Hands, and there were Re- 
joycings and a great Entertainment at Buen-Retiro. 
By the laft Letters from Catalonia we bave an Ac- 
count, that the 13th Inftant fome of the Enemy s 
wadrons march’d towards Belpuch and Villa-Graf- 
fa: Captain Don Vicente Fuenbuena with the Pi- 
qvets of ihe Regiments of the Queen and of new 
Rouffillon, march’d againft them, and they imme- 
diately retir'd. A Party of the Regiment of Lanca- 
tote defeated a Party of the Enemy of 13° Men 
and 80 Miquelets near Cameras ; 66 of the Enemy 
were kill’d, among them 5 Officers, and 50 were 
made Prifoners, The 15th the Duke of Orleans 


caus'd a Forrage to be made in the Neighbourhood 
of Pons: He went 4 Leagues from the Camp to 
view the Groand, and returnd in the Evening. Let- 
ters from Valencia of the 21ft relate that Don Car- 
los Sucie Governour of Pedreguer, and Collonel of 
the old Regiment of the Orgers, being inform’d 
that the Garriton cf Denia had made a Detachment 
of 600 Men to fall upon a Convoy, march’d to 
mect chem with 150 Curabineers, attack’d them 
notwihftanding the odds of Number, and drove 
them tothe Gates of Denia, after having kili’d or 
taken 50 of their Men, among whom was the com- 
manding Officer. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sepr. 18. 

Genoa, Sept. 2, ihe 28th of laft Month an Ex- 
prefs arriv’d from Barcelona with Letters dated from 
thence the 23d of Auguft, importing, that the two 
Armies in Catalonia were within 2 Leagues of each 
other ; wamely that of the Allies ac Cevera, and 
that of the two Crowns at Agramunt where they 
are ftrongly intrench’d: and that General Strem- 
berg defign’d to approach nearer to the Enemy with- 
in 3 Days. The fame Exprefs brought a Confic- 
mation that Sardinina has fubmiued to King 
Charles ; and that juft when he left Barcelona a 
Felwcca artivd which had been difpatch’d with that 
News from Admiral Leake. 

From the Eleétor of Hanover’s Camp atMublberg, 
Sept. 11. His Electoral Highnefs continues ftill at 
Hockenheim, taking the Diverfion of Hunting. 
The Generals de la Tour and Mercy continue near 
Landau with 8 Regiments of Horfe; and ’tis 
confirm’d that the Enemy’s Army have retir'd un- 
molefted behind aheir Lines on the Lutter; our De- 
tachment from Landay not being able to charge 
their Rear-guard. We have no Account yet, that 
the Enemy have made any new Detachment: for 
Fianderst; but according to the Report of Defer- 
ters, fome of their Battalljons and Squadrons have 
Order to hold themfelves ready to march thither 5 
which if they do, 12 Squadrons of Horfe, 1 Regi- 
ment of Dragoons, and.4 of Foor, will be fent thi- 
ther from our Army. 


London, Sept. 15. 

Yefterday came Advice, that the Squadron of 
Men of War with the Tranfports having on board 
Land-Forces, which fail’d from the Downes on 
Thurfday laft, arriv’d on Friday Night at Oftend ; 
and the Forces were to land there the next Morning. 

Late laft Night arriv’d the Mail from Holland of 
Friday laft. 

Milan, Sept. 8. The laft Letters from Genoa give 
a repeated Confirmation of the taking of Cagliari 
the Capital of Sardinia, but not the Reduction of 


‘the whole Ifland. They tell us, that the Count de 


Cifuentes has detach’d fome Forces towards the o- 
ther Places of the Ifland, to oblige them to follow 
the Example of Cagliari ; and —_ Admiral Leake 
waits only for that, before he fers Sail for Palermo ; 
where ’tis faid the Inhabitants have already declar’d 
for King Charles, and keep their Viceroy confin’d as 
a Prifoner. 

Naples, Aug. 28. 3 Feluccas are difpatch’d from 
hence to Admiral Leake at Sardinia ; to learn the 
Succefs of his Expedition thither, and what Time 
his Fleet may come hither: A Fund of 600000 
Ducats is provided for the Enterprize againft Sicily. 

’Tis advis'd by this Mail, thatthe French Army, 
tere ancamp'd between Tournay and Audenarde, 
and the Allies under the Duke of Marlborough at
